Nineteen
cases of sunsiroke in all are reported, ten of
ihem having proved tatal,

yesterday, at Flith and Cresson strects, and was
removed to her residence, at No. 816 Fianklin
street,

Charles Dumpsy, forly years old, died at
Shackamaxon street wharf yesterday, from sun-
stroke. He resided at No, 141 Kichiwond street,

A woman who applied tor lodgings au the Plest
Distriot Station yesterday, died soon after, She
was about filey years old,

Bernard Malone, residing at No, 1320 Pale-
thorp mreet, aled from sunstroke yesterday altor-
noon.

Ward, supposed to be trom the heat.

An unknown woman, about fifiy-five years old,
